Chinese President Hu Jintao has topped the list of Forbes magazine’s 
list of the world’s most powerful people, besting President Obama, 
who slipped to the second spot. 

The magazine said it used four criteria to define power— whether 
the person has influence over a lot of people; whether he or she has sig- 
nificant wealth compared with their peers; whether he or she is pow- 
erful in more than one sphere and whether he or she actively wields 
power. In that respect, the magazine said, the editors picked Hu as the 
most powerful man in the world. The annual list was released Wednes- 
day evening. 

As the leader of China, Hu presides over 1.3 billion people— one- 
fifth of the world’s population, and over the world’s largest army Un- 
der him, China has become the world’s second-largest economy And, 
Forbes said, “Unlike Western counterparts, Hu can divert rivers, build 
cities, jail dissidents and censor Internet without meddling from pesky 
bureaucrats, courts.” 

Julian Assange, the editor of WikiLeaks, makes the list (No. 68), as 
does Facebook founder Mark Zuckerberg (No. 40).

Perry preserves 
soul or ‘Colored’ 

I am not the best person to defend Tyler 
Perry’s latest box office project. 

For starters, though I admire his en- 
trepreneurial spirit, I scorn the majority 
of his film work. 

To date. I’d believe it if someone told 
me Perry’s screenwriting process involves 
a whiteboard bearing the following equa- 
tion: 

Tragic heroine + over-the-top male 
villain + hunk-o-the-moment + random 
Madea subplot + cameo from Cicely 
Tyson ... and subtract the subtlety 

That’s why, like many of my discrimi- 
nating friends and readers, I was appalled 
to discover he’d gotten his grubby fingers 
on the film adaptation of “For Colored 
Girls Who Have Considered Suicide 
When the Rainbow is Enuf ” 

Like Alice Walker’s “The Color 
Purple” or Toni Morrison’s “The Bluest 
Eye,” Ntozake Shange’s choreopoem is 
an extraordinary and important piece of literature. 

I panicked for a moment, imagining Madea — in her periwinkle 
flowered dress — serving as the play’s Lady in Blue. 

Then I watched “For Colored Girls.” 

Though the film has its flaws— including Janet Jackson as a one- 
dimensional fashion editor— Perry has not committed the cinematic 
treason reflected in his woefully low Rotten Tomato rating. 

Instead, he offers heart-wrenching exploration of Shange’s narra- 
tive by placing its action in a walk-up inhabited by admirable actress- 
es, including Kerry Washington, Thandie Newton, Loretta Devine, 
Kimberly EUse, PhyUcia Rashad and Whoopi Goldberg. 

“For Colored Girls” reminded me of other admirable TV and film 
experiences, including “The Wsmen of Brewster Place” and, to some 
degree, “The Hours.” 

A few scenes even messed up my mascara, including a harrowing 
encounter between Elise’s Crystal and her war veteran sweetheart as 
well as one in which Newton— playing sexaholic bartender Tangie— 
faces off with her devoutly religious mother. 

Newton and Goldberg’s overlapping recitation of Shange’s prose 
was breathtaking. 

How a critic could overlook that scene is crazier than Perry’s appar- 
ent beHef that Janet Jackson is the next Meryl Streep. 

But I don’t want to bully you in either direction. All I ask is that 
you check out the film and make up your own mind. Madea or no, we 
owe Perry at least lo bucks and a try.

United unveils plane celebrating media queen’s final Chicago season

On Thursday United Airlines unveiled a 
newly painted plane at O’Hare commemo- 
rating the 25th and final season of “The 
Oprah Winfrey Show.” The Boeing 757’s 
tail is blue with Winfrey’s signature, with 
the words “The Farewell Season” painted 
on the fuselage. 

On Thursday’s inaugural flight to L.A. 


passengers, which included Chicago may- 
oral candidate Rahm Emanuel, heard a 
message from Winfrey before boarding 
the flight and received a monogrammed 
“Oprah 25” fleece blanket. One lucky pas- 
senger also will win a trip around the world. 

‘As Chicago’s hometown airline. United 
is proud to celebrate ‘The Oprah Winfrey 
Show’s’ farewell season with our custom- 
ers, employees and ‘Oprah’ show fans,” 
Mark Bergsrud, United’s senior vice presi- 
dent of marketing, said in a statement. 
“This unique plane represents the global 


reach of two great Chicago icons.” 

United is the second airline to capitalize 
on the hype surrounding Winfrey’s final 
season. In the first episode in September, 
Winfrey and Qantas announced that they 
will fly an entire audience — about 300 peo- 
ple — to Australia in December. 

The “Oprah” plane will be used on Unit- 
ed’s domestic routes through May In con- 
junction with the plane. United launched 
a sweepstakes that will give i million 
frequent-flyer miles to a customer each 
month through May

The alleged mismanagement of millions of dol- 
lars in grant money associated with a decades- 
long study of men infected with HIV has left the 
Howard Brown Health Center, one of the coun- 
try’s largest lesbian, gay bisexual and transgender 
health care organizations, in dire financial shape, 
officials said Thursday 

Jamal Edwards —who was appointed president 
and CEO of Howard Brown in June after two top 
executives were dismissed— said the Lakeview- 
based center needs to raise $500,000 before the 
end of the year or it may cease operations. 

Edwards said more than $3 million in grant 
funds— part of the Multi-Center AIDS Cohort 
Study which has tracked thousands of men infect- 
ed with HIV since the mid-1980s— were mishan- 
dled between 2006 and March. An internal review 
conducted by the center found that some of the 
grant money was used to cover general operating 
expenses at Howard Brown, Edwards said. 

The National Institutes of Health launched 
an investigation into the financial problems and 
has referred the matter to the US. Department 
of Health and Human Services’ office of inspec- 
tor general. 

After learning of the problems, Howard 
Brown made Northwestern University the lead 
agent for the AIDS study Edwards said the cen- 
ter had to give Northwestern $539,000 to make 
up for money used to cover other expenses. 

“We need to get that money back,” Edwards 
said. 

Howard Brown provides primary medical care 
service to more than 6,000 people, many liv- 
ing with AIDS or HIV The center also provides 
counseling and aid to about 5,000 LGBT teens. 

Edwards said staff members have agreed to 
sacrifice paychecks if necessary, and he’s confi- 
dent the community will rally behind Howard 
Brown: “Our community knows how important 
the Howard Brown lifeline is.” 


Quinn ready to get to work; Brady not prepared to concede defeat

An “elated” Gov Quinn switched gears on 
Thursday from a man fighting to keep his job 
to one embracing another four years in office, 
saying it’s time for Illinois to move past a bit- 
ter campaign and come together. 

The governor stopped just shy of saying 
he’d vanquished Republican rival Bill Brady, 


who wasn’t ready to call it quits yet despite a 
gap that remained above 19,000 votes as ab- 
sentee ballots continue to be counted. 

But in a victory lap Thursday Quinn put out 
a gubernatorial vibe, talking in generalities 
about his agenda going forward. In a symbolic 
gesture of this change of pace, Quinn tempo- 
rarily shelved the purple and navy striped tie 


he wore for good luck during the last few days 
of his battle against Brady 

“I’m very grateful for the people of Illinois 
who have prayed for me since I was sworn in 
as governor, and also who voted for me on 
Tuesday,” Quinn said. “We have a lot of work 
to do.” 

Brady has refused to concede defeat, say- 


ing again Thursday there still are uncounted 
ballots that need to be tallied. A Tribune 
analysis published Thursday showed most of 
the remaining ballots are in suburban Cook 
County and Chicago, where Quinn handily 
outpaced Brady Other populous counties 
that lean Republican have few ballots left to 
be counted.

Nifty: Kennedy turns 50 

An eight-lane marvel of engineering and a daily route for hundreds of thousands, the Kennedy Expressway celebrates 
the 50th anniversary of its opening Friday Here are some facts about the concrete monster, tribune 


» It was at II a.m. Nov 5, i960, beneath 
a bunting-draped Lake Street overpass 
that Illinois’ political powerhouses Gov 
William Stratton, Mayor Richard J. Daley 
and County Board President Dan Ryan of- 
ficially opened the Northwest Expressway 
» Three years later, the expressway would 
be renamed for President Kennedy a week 
after he was assassinated Nov 22, 1963. 

» Construction of the Kennedy— it cost 
$232.3 million— became the foundation 
for Daley’s reputation as a master builder 
and helped transform the small suburban 


Orchard Field into one of the world’s busi- 
est airports, O’Hare. 

» It was estimated that 200,000 vehicles 
a day would use the expressway Today the 
Kennedy carries roughly 327,000 vehicles

» Compared with the other expressways, 
the Kennedy “was much more innovative,” 
said Joseph Schwieterman, a professor 
at DePaul University It included two 
“reversible” lanes to carry extra traffic in 
rush hours, and promoted the concept of 
combining mass transit with highways.

Chilean miner gearing up 
for New York marathon 


NEW YORK Chilean miner Edison Pena’s 
big day is coming. He plans to run the 
New York City Marathon on Sunday less than 
a month after he was rescued from a collapsed 
mine that trapped him and 32 companions for 
69 days. 

Pena was the 12th miner brought 2,050 feet 
to the surface in a tight-fitting metal capsule on 
Oct. 13 as part of the stunning rescue in Chile’s 
far northern desert that was watched live on 
television around the world. 

Pena ran six miles daily through the mine’s 
tunnels to beat the anxiety wearing cut-down 


boots until rescuers sent 
him a pair of sneakers 
through a narrow bore 
hole that served as the 
miners’ umbilical cord 
to the surface. 

“When I ran in the 
darkness, I was running 
for life,” Pena, speak- 
ing through a transla- 
tor, told a news conference in New York. “I 
was running to show that I wasn’t just waiting 
around. ... I also wanted God to see that I really 


wanted to live.” 

The New York Road Runners, which orga- 
nizes the marathon, had invited Pena to be a 
guest at Sunday’s race, but he said last week he 
did not want to watch— he wanted to run. 

“I was very eager to take on this huge chal- 
lenge,” he said. “I wanted to show the world I 
could run it.” 

Pena, 34, who ran in the mine wearing a head 
lamp, said he hoped to run the 26.2-mile race 
in about six hours. “I have a knee injury from 
being in the mine, but I am eager to cross the 
finish line,” he said.

Scientists are still working to deter- 
mine if there was any damage to the 
spacecraft as the comet passed by

The movie follows two wildly mismatched companions— blunt-smoking 
wannabe actor Ethan Tremblay (Galifianakis) and rage-aholic architect Peter 
Highman (Robert Downey Jr.)— who get ejected from a cross-country flight 
thanks to an ill-timed terrorism joke and a trigger-happy sky marshal.

ters’ ever-widening personality rift results in viola- 
tions of international law, ethical conundrums and 
overstepping most boundaries of good taste. 

“Due Date” reteams Galifianakis with raunch- 
comedy writer-director, Todd Phillips, who enlisted 
the actor to play Alan, a portly ne’er-do-well, for 
2009’s bachelor-party-from-hell feature “The Hang- 
over.” That surprise hit grossed more than $467 mil- 
lionworldwide. It thrust the relatively unknown Gali- 
fianakis to the forefront of mainstream comedy 

“We have the same sense of humor,” Galifianakis 
said of the director. “We both like making people 
laugh. And then having them say ‘Oh my God, I can’t 
believe I’m laughing at that.’ ” 

Phillips recently began work on “The Hangover 
2,” his third consecutive film co-starring the actor, 
explaining that unlike some movie comedians, who 
have to bend over backward to win moviegoers’ af- 
fections, Galifianakis immediately captures the au- 
dience’s sympathies. “He loves the people who hate 
him and hates the people who love him, but you never 
hold that against him,” Phillips said on the new mov- 
ie’s set earlier this fall. 

Unlike “The Hangover,” “Due Date” aims to warm 
viewers’ hearts. But developing a convincing emo- 
tional interplay between Galifianakis’ self-delusional 
character— a skinny-jeans-wearing hipster who’s 
mourning his father’s recent death by carting his 
ashes cross-country in a coffee can— and Downey’s 
father- to-be — a guy known to spit on dogs and punch 
children in fits of anger— would prove crucial to that 
effort. 

According to Galifianakis, the actors and director 
took daily meetings on set to strike the right funny- 
sensitive tone. 


“It was more of an argument than a meeting,” the 
actor said. Phillips and Downey “would hash it out, 
and it was really funny: two guys with strong, thick- 
skinned egos. I begged them to let me film it! In the 
end, we thought, instead of this being a raunchy R- 
rated movie, we said, ‘Why don’t we add a layer of 
emotional development? Where it’s about father- 
hood: the loss of a father, about becoming a father.’ ” 
Over his years in showbiz, Galifianakis estimates 
he’s packed on about 25 pounds — added heft he often 
jokes is responsible for his current standing in Holly- 
wood. According to many reports citing sources close 
to the actor, he threw his weight around last month 
to have Mel Gibson bounced from a cameo part as a 
tattoo artist in “The Hangover 2.” 

On Oct. 21, Phillips released a statement explaining 
he had nixed Gibson’s appearance in the film because 
the decision “did not ultimately have the full support 
and backing of my entire cast and crew” 

Galifianakis refused to provide any details about 
the flap but said with finality: “I do not consult in the 
hiring of anybody in Todd’s movies.” 

Staring out the window of Abbot’s Habit, the per- 
former pondered seeing his “ugly mug” on billboards 
all over town and the 12-year span when nobody knew 
or cared who Galifianakis was in Hollywood. He also 
considered the negative impact of gaining so much 
weight— at least in terms of winning amorous atten- 
tion at a certain Venice watering hole. 

“There’s a bar around here that I used to go to, 
Roosterfish. It’s a gay bar,” Galifianakis said. “I used 
to go because I liked to get hit on, even though I’m 
a straight guy And now it never happens anymore!” 

“I mean, because of me gaining 25 pounds? Really 
frustrating.” 
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Lackluster road trip 

Nervous father-to-be Peter (Robert 
Downey Jr.) teams up for a cross-country 
road trip with moronic chatterbox Ethan 
(Zach Galifianakis) after Ethan gets them 
both kicked off a plane. The goal: Get from 
Atlanta to L.A. by Friday, when Peter’s wife 
(Michelle Monaghan) will give birth. 

The buzz: Director Todd Phillips (“Road 
Trip,” “The Hangover”) has been in similar 
territory before, though the mismatched 
buddy aspect of “Due Date” comes with 
an extra dash of “Planes, Trains and 
Automobiles.” At least Downey can offer 
his reliable cool, and maybe Galifianakis 
will deliver another surprising perfor- 
mance ala “It’s Kind of a Funny Story.” 

The verdict: It’s not really a funny story. 
The sporadically amusing “Due Date” 
mostly feels under-conceived, with the 
need to write hilarious, outrageous scenes 
ignored in favor of hasty, obvious deci- 
sions like, “OK, now they could get in a car 
accident,” or “Hey, what if they got really 
high?” The stars are better than the mate- 
rial. The mean-spirited, sometimes violent 
childishness of “Due Date” also feels slack 
and second-hand. 

The verdict: Dark comedy-not so much. 
This is more of an awkwardly upbeat com- 
edy with the lights off upstairs.

British actress finds shared experiences in U.S. classic

If the pre-release uproar over Tyler Perry’s latest film, “For Colored Girls,” has made Thandie 
Newton nervous, the British actress knows how to hide it. 

Newton plays sexaholic bartender Tangie in the film, which opens Friday and is Perry’s re- 
imagination of what many consider an American treasure, Ntozake Shange’s play “For Colored 
Girls Who Have Considered Suicide When the Rainbow is Enuf ” 

Perry already has taken heat for adapting “Colored”— a choreopoem that speaks to different 
facets of the black female experience. But Newton says she and her co-stars, including Loretta 
Devine, Kerry Washington, Kimberly Elise, Janet Jackson, Phylicia Rashad and Whoopi Gold- 
berg, guided Perry along the way— at his insistence. 

“He was warm and he was clear [that] he needed us ladies to teach him what was what. He 
was open to us being the commanders of the drama,” Newton said, adding that they have cre- 
ated a vision of which Shange can be proud. 

RedEye chatted with Newton about working with Perry her knowledge of the play and cuss- 
ing out America’s favorite mom. 


What was your past familiarity 
with this play? 

Because I’m from Great Britain and all my 
training has been in the arts over there, 

I didn’t know that play at all. It has very 
much to do with the black American experi- 
ence. When I read it after Tyler [Perry] 
called me about the project, I found it had 
deep relevance for me. It really translates 
to a much wider audience than to a black 
American audience. It’s about being a 
woman, it’s about being a political animal, a 
social animal, a human being ... It had great 
relevance. 


How aware are you of criticism about the 
movie? Many critics and fans of the play 
didn’t want this touched by filmmakers, and 
not by Tyler Perry in particular. 

I’m not aware of it ... Tyler showed a huge 
amount of respect for the original material, 
which has been produced countless times all 
over world. It is a classic, open to reinter- 
pretation. That is part of the strength. It has 
this elasticity, and that’s why different actors 
and directors can attempt to discover their 
interpretation. This play is like a pathway 
to a deeper understanding of being a human 
being. It does a disservice to this play and 


Ntozake [Shange] if we don’t attempt to per- 
form this as many times as possible. That’s 
how we learn from it. 


What was it like to work with Tyler? 

I didn’t really have any expectations. I hadn’t 
seen many of his movies. I just put energy 
into figuring out who Tangie was and I didn’t 
have very long to do that. 


What was it like to work with all of these 
talented actresses? 

What was special to me was when we were 
off the set where we could just sit together 
in chairs and swap stories ... It was amazing. 
It was just, in a way different women ... all 
keeping up our corners of what it means to 
be an actress of color. ... I think films like 
this definitely elevate people’s expectations 
of black actresses and actors ... A movie like 
this, I would hope, creates the desire to see 
more actors of color in dramatic roles where 
the movie star status is applied. I am very 
very proud of this movie. 


What was it like to yell at America’s fave 
mom, Claire Huxtable, aka Phylicia Rashad? 

Awful. It was the most shameful. I felt really 
uncomfortable. It took a lot of days to be 


able to do it. It elevated my need to have my 
character be utterly different from me. There 
is no way in the world I could mistreat this 
woman who I loved so much, the kindest, 
most beautiful human being. For me, the 
relationship is most beautiful. They start in 
an estranged place ... Gilda thinks Tangie is a 
tacky heifer and Tangie thinks Gilda is a nosy 
old bitch and they are horrible to each other. 
Tangie is particularly vile because when Gilda 
looks at her, that’s when Tangie feels her 
deepest shame. 

Do you travel to Chicago often? And if so, do 


you have any fave restaurants or destina- 
tions? 

Well, if Oprah is in town, I need to see her 
gorgeousness whenever I’ve come in to do 
press like this. It’s so frustrating; I want to be 
here for longer. I’ve worked in lots of cities, 
states — Detroit, Atlanta, Shreveport— and 
I get to go to great spots. In Chicago, I am 
always passing through. kkyles@tribune.coivi

Tor Colored Girls’ 
already causing a stir

Tyler Perry can’t seem to make a 
movie without causing a stir. 

Hollywood’s most commer- 
cially successful independent 
black filmmaker also is its most 
controversial. Many African- 
Americans have taken offense 
to Perry’s more outrageous char- 
acters— particularly Madea, the 
gun-toting, insult-hurling grand- 
mother played by Perry in a dress 
and heavy makeup in movies such 
as “Madea’s Family Reunion” and “Madea 
Goes to Jail.” 

Now pundits are taking sides about 
Perry’s latest film, “For Colored Girls,” 
an adaptation of Ntozake Shange’s Tony- 
nominated play “For Colored Girls Who 
Have Considered Suicide When the 
Rainbow Is Enuf ’’The film opens Friday 

L.A. theater producer Gary Levings- 
ton calls the 1970s play about the strug- 
gles of several black women one of the 
most transcendent works of the Ameri- 
can stage, saying it is “life-changing and 
life-saving.” 

Levingston shares reservations about 
Perry’s work, including Madea, yet when 
he heard that Perry had adapted Shange’s 
play for the big screen, he was instantly 
enthused. “I hope to be the first in line 
on opening night,” Levingston said. “I 
say, give this man a chance. The story is 
so powerful. I’m confident this will be a 
game-changer for Tyler.” 

Media commentator Callie Crossley 
is dubious. “I love the play and when I 
first heard Tyler was doing it, I was dis-

gusted,” said Crossley who hosts her own 
show on WGBH, Boston’s public radio 
station. “I’m very concerned about it be- 
ing ‘Perry-ized.’ So much of what he does 
smacks of stereotype, and he’s not a very 
good writer.” 

Levingston and Crossle/s diametri- 
cally opposed reactions epitomize the 
excitement and dread generated by “For 
Colored Girls.” Perry refused to be inter- 
viewed for this story, and early reviews 
have not been especially enthusiastic, but 
Perry’s films rarely receive rave reviews. 

Actress Phylicia Rashad said those 
skeptical about Perry’s approach will be 
stunned when they see the film. 

“He is seen as a certain kind of film- 
maker who is not at the same artistic lev- 
el as this piece,” the Tony-winning actress 
said. “But people wiU see that he is a good 
filmmaker. He saw more than 40 differ- 
ent productions of the play More than 
anything he wanted to honor the poetry 
to honor Ntozake and every woman who 
has performed this work with a rendition 
that would be worthy”
